VICTIMS MAY BE MANY. 


Plantation Murder. 


General Duckette Killed James 
Stockton Last Saturday. 


‘The Murderer Made a Confession 
and Was Strung Up. 


HIS COLORED FRIENDS BANDED. 


Citizens Anticipated Assassination: 
and Start to Clean Out the Othcr 
Side Without Awaiting the Ar- 
rival of the Undertaker. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) March 23.— 
_News was received here this evening of 
an alarming state of affairs in Little 
River county. A telegram received late 
in the afternoon states that an attempt 
on the part of the negroes to start a 
race war against the whites, resulted in 
the wholesale lynching: of negroes by 
white citizens. ‘Six were reported dead, 
and it was stated in the telegram that 
in all probability others had been hung 
and were swinging to limbs in the 
woods. 

The disturbances grew out of the 
lynching of a negro named Gen. Duck- 
ette, near Richmond, in that county, 
Tuesday. Last Saturday, a prominent 
planter named James Stockton was 
murdered at his home near Rocky 
Comfort by Duckette. The negro es- 
caped at the time, but after remaining 
in hiding in the swamps until Tuesday, 
he surrendered, saying he had nothing 
to eat since his flight. He was taken 
to Rocky Comfort, and soon after his 


uties started with him for Richmond. 
They were overtaken by two hundred 
armed men, who demanded their pris- 
oner. 

Duckette was to the place 
“where he had killed Stockton, and after 
making a confession, he was lynched. 
to the 
George plantation, just before the start 
was made for Richmond, it seemed as 
if every man in ten miles knew of the 
capture, and before the officers and 
prisoner got fairly started, the whole 
country was aroused. 

After the lynching, it was learned 
that Duckette had frequently tried to 
get the negroes in the county to join 
him in a race war against the whites. 
A few hours after he had killed Stock- 
ton, he passed some negroes at a farm- 
house, and told them he had killed a 
white man, and if they would follow 
him he would kill more. 

It is now believed that the negroes 
hed banded together for a race war. 
county, as the negroes refused to 
touch it.. 


ANOTHER VERSION. 


Seven Lynched and Other Negroes 
Probably Shot Down. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
TEXARKANA (Ark.,) March 23.—A 


-race war is on in Little River county, 


and during the past forty-eight hours 
a number of negroes have met their 
death at the hands of an infuriated 
white population. Seven are known to 
have been lynched, shot to death or 
slain in some manner, and the work is 
not yet done. The bodies of the vic- 
tims of the mob’s vengeance are hang- 
ing to the limbs of trees in various 
parts of the country, strung up wher- 
ever they were taken, while that of 
another who was shot to death while 
trying to escape was thrown into a 
creek and left there. 

The country is in a state of most in- 
tense excitement. White men are col- 
lecting in mobs, heavily armed and de- 
termined; negroes are fleeing for their 
lives, and the community is in an up- 
roar. The exact number of negroes 
who have been summarily dealt with, 
or those who may yet fall into the 
hands of the mob before order is_ re- 
stored may never be known. Seven 
bodies have been found,’and other vic- 
tims are being hunted and will meet 
the same fate when run to earth. The 
known dead to date are:

Joe King and Joseph Johnson were 
also taken in hand by mobs and 
whipped. They were turned loose, and 
have disappeared. 

‘Tattle River in the extreme 
southwestern corner of the State, bor- 
dered on the west by the Indian Terri- 
tory and on the south by Texas. The 
negro population is large, and has for 


‘a long time proved very troublesome 


to the whites. Frequent murders have 
occurred, and thefts and fights have 
become common affairs. . One or two 
negroes have previously been severely 
dealt with when the people found it 
necessary to take the law into their 
own hands, but it was not until Tues- 
day that the trouble took on a very 
serious aspect. It then developed that 
carefully-laid plans had been made by 
a number of negroes to precipitate a 
race war, and that many white men 
had been marked for victims. 

It is learned that twenty-three ne- 
groes were implicated in this plot, and 
the whites are now bent on meting out 
summary punishment to the entire co- 
terie of conspirators. Seven have been 
killed, and the work of wiping out the 
entire list continues without relaxation 
of determination. All implicated in the 
plot are known, and small parties of 
white men, varying in number from 
twenty-five to fifty, are scouring the 
country for them. Wherever one is 
found, he is-quickly strung up, his 
body perforated with leaden missiles to 
make sure of their work, and the mob 
hastens on in quest of its next victim. 
Some of them were found near Rich- 
mond, and the work of dispatching the 
first two or three was an easy matter. 
But the news soon spread among the 
negroes, who, instead of making the 
resistance and offering the battle that 
they had threatened, became panic- 


stricken and began getting out of the’ 


community as quickly as possible. Two 
whose names were on the list of con- 
spirators got a good start of the men 
who were detailed to look after them, 
and succeeded in reaching the Texas 
State line before being captured. How- 
ever, they did not escape. They were 
overtaken, cut of breath and exhausted, 
but were strung up without ceremony, 

The trouble arose over the killing of 
James Stockton by Duckette. Just 
prior to the lynching of Duckette, the 
negroes had planned the inauguration 
of a race war. Duckette was the leader, 
and at his death the negroes let the 
matter out, and the citizens became 
greatly enraged. Another negro named 
Joe King remarked that Stockton 
should have been murdered sooner. He 
was taken to the woods and whipped, 
as was also John Johnson.._Other ne- 
groes made threats, but nothing oc- 
curred until yesterday, when the dead 
body of Goodwin was found hanging 
to a tree just across Red River from 
the Stockton farm in Bowie county, 
Tex. He formerly w orked for Stockton, 
and was chased across Mud Creek. 
The place where the trouble occurred 
is several miles from any'town of com- 
munication, and it is difficult to obtain 
details, as the people are reluctant 
about giving out the news. A justice 
of the peace went to where Goodwin 
was hanged. 

Advices from New Boston: Tex., to- 
night, are to the effect that across the 
river several negroes ‘have been 
lynched. This morning Benjamin Jones 
was found dead on Hurricane Bend, 
and from New Boston it is learned 
that Joe King and Moses Jones were 
found hanging to trees at Horse Shoe 
Curve today. Another Jones is miss- 
ing. In the gang that was plotting for 
a race war were twenty-three negroes, 
and it is likely that the entire number 
have been strung up in the thickets. 
The negroes are fleeing from the dis- 
trict. Today three wagonloads of them 
arrived at Texarkana, having crossed 
Red River at Index at midnight last 
night. They were greatly fright- 
ened. The citizens of Little River 
country have suffered much recently 
from lawlessness. S0me months ago 
the two races clashed at Allene, in a 
sawmill, and a-small riot followed, |

MISSISSIPPI LYNCHING. 


‘Three Blacks Who Led a Race Riot 
Disposed Of. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT 

JACESON (Miss.,) Murch ihree 
negroes were taken from an officer of 
the law and lynched by an armed mob 
near Silver City, Yazoo county, last 
Saturday evening. After being shot to 
death, the bodies of the victims were 
weighted with bundles of cotton-bale 
ties and thrown into the Yazoo River. 
The negroes were Minor Wilson, C. C. 
Reed and Willis Boyd. They were the 
ringleaders of the negroes in a race en- 
counter on the Midnight plantation 
early last week. They were arrested 
ne taken to Yazoo City and held in 
ail 

The offense with which they were 
charged was committed in Sharkey 
county, the Sharkey authorities were 


notified, and last Friday evening Dep- 


uty. Constable Slyvester arrived, and 
the prisoners were turned over to him. 
The Constable boarded the 
Rescue with the negroes on Saturday 
morning and reached Silver City with 
them. All that is further known is that 


the negroes fell into the hands of the 


mob at this point, were shot to death 
and thrown into the river as above 
stated. 

The feeling against these negroes 
has been very bitter on account of the 
disturbance at the Midnight plantation

‘ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The fol- 
lowing order has been issued at the 
War Department: 

“HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, 
Adjutant-General’s office, Washington, 
March , 1899: The following deci- 
sion has been made, and is published 
for the information and guidance of 
all concerned: 

“"WAR DEPARTMENT, Washing- 
ton, March 22, 1899.—Ordered, that here- 
after no chief or acting chief of staff 
corps shall be detailed of ordered to 
any duty by any authority without the 
approval of the Secretary of War. 

[Signed] “"R. A. ALGER, 

“ ‘Secretary of War.’ 
“By command of Maj.-Gen. Miles. 

[Signed] C. CORBIN, 

“Adjutant-General.” 

This order cf Secrteary Alger has 
been issued to set at rest all questions 
as to who is the supreme authority in 
the War department. It is an old contro- 
versy, dating back to the time when 
Jefferson Davis was Secretary of War 
and Gen. Scott was commanding gen- 
eral of the army. The last time the 
matter was brought prominently to the 
attention of the country was during 
the administration of President Arthur, 
when Secretary Lincoln wrote a very 
caustic letter to Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, 
stating that the staff corps of the War 
Department, with the exception of the 
adjutant-generals and the inspector- 


S corps, were under the direct

he order a Alger will 
hereafter include the chiefs of these 
corps under the sole control of the Sec- 
retaty. Gen. Miles has held to the con- 
struction based on the letter of Secre- 
tary Lincoln. The cause for the issu- 
ance of the order was a recent order 
of Gen. Miles to Lieut.-Col. Garlington, 
acting chief of the inspeetor-general 
corps, during the absence of Gen. 
Breckinridge, directing Garlington to 
visit certain points in the West on an 
inspection tour. The order of the Sec- 
retary did not refer to Gen. Breckin- 
ridge’s present duty in Cuba, as he is 
acting under orders issued by Secretary 
Alger.

NEW YORK, March 23.—{Exclusive

steamship Saturnas, which arrived here 
today from Dagupan, brought fifteen 
men and women refugees, who were 
teken on board by permission of the 
Filipinos. They report that the people 
in the northern country are in sympa- 
thy with the war which the Filipino 
rebels are carrying on against the 
Americans, and that steps have been 
taken by them to insure good crops 
as food supplies for soldiers and non- 
combatants.

Interesting Documents Found in 
Some Captured Mall. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—The cap- 
ture of Caloocan, in the Philippine 
Island of Luzon, by the United States 
forces recently, resulted in the con- 
fiscation of considerable mail addressed 
to the insurgent government. It in- 
cludes a number of letters of Aguinaldo 


—»—-and-other leaders, and-brings-out-some 


interesting facts about the Filipino of- 
ficial methods. Postal Agent Vaille at 
Manila has foravarded some of ¢his 
mail to Acting Postmaster-General 


Heath. 

One letter is addressed to Aguinaldo’s 
so-called Secretary of the Treasury and 
is in reply to a request for money. The 
writer is apparently the fiscal officer 
at Lucona, Luzon, to whom the in- 
surgents had en¢rusted the duty of 
“squeezing”’ the merchants, and he had 
apparently confiscated for the insur- 
gent cause a lot of cocoa fibre belong- 
ing to a tobacco company. When 
asked to turn over the proceeds the 
agent remarked that only $3500 had 
come into his hands and that amount 
he had paid to the troops, who were 
clamorous for more. The letter is 
written in very fair Spanish. 

Apparently Aguinaldo’s ¢reasury of- 
ficials are running short of paper, for 
the outer covering of the letter is made 
of a sheet of paper, written all over, 
torn out of a record book, and it was 
tied about with a fragment of Manila 
bagging. 

A translation of ¢he letter follows: 

“No. 35. This government is in re- 
ceipt of dispatches from the Treasury 
Department under your worthy con- 
trol, relating to the immediate cover- 
ing into the central treasury of the 
proceeds of the sale of copra (cocoanut 
fibre) of the Compania Cabacalera 
(tobacco company,) and I can do no 
more than ¢0 inform you that the local 
government, who was ordered to make 
the sale of said article, has only paid 
into the provisional treasury $3500, 
which sum is already distributed among 
the soldiers of .the provincial battalion, 
and that under date of the 9th inst. I 
informed you that the provincial 
treasury had no funds for the expenses 
of said battalion. I begged your de- 
partment to send funds. I again beg 
you ¢o take the proper steps to pre- 
vent the complaints of the soldiers. 
God keep you for many years.

Another captured letter. qeceived by 
the Postoffice Department was sent: 
from the provincial Governor at Anti- 
polo, addressed to Aguinaldo’s Secre- 
tary of the Interior, in-which he apolo- 
gizes for not being present at Malolos 
at the promulgation of the constitution, 
assigning as a reason that the tele- 
gram commahding his presence, though 
dated January 21, only reached him 
January 23, two days later.

Savage Filipinos Captere and Tor- 
ture Photographer Peters. 
[ASSOCIATED F'RESS DAY REPORT.] 
FRANCISCO, March 23.—A let- 
ter from Capt. McQuesten, surgeon of 
the Twenty-eighth Regulars, now at 
Manila, tells of the release of A. R. 
Peters, a photographer, who was cap- 
tured and tortured by the Filipinos.

in a part of the ruins where no other 
bodies or bones have been found. The 
remains consist simply of a portion of 
a spinal column with some of the ribs 
attached, a piece of the skull, and some 
small bones and charred flesh. 

The remains were taken to the 
morgue and numbered “body No. 9.” 
Identification in this case, as in the 
large majority of the other bodies at 
the morgue, will be impossible. It is 
not likely that any of the bodies yet 
to be found will be recognizable. The 
work of clearing away the débris pro- 
ceeds slowly. The great mound of dé- 
bris in Fifth avenue seems to grow 
larger each day, though it was said 
today that fifty carts were engaged in 
hauling it away’

Anti-Trust Law Obstacles are to Be 
Overcome—Officials Pledged to 
Sustain Pnblished Tariffs. 
Meeting Today. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT: REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The pres- 
idents, general managers and other 
representatives of about twenty-five 
railroad companies, comprising almost 
the entire trunk-line service between 
Chicago and Lake Michigan, and the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers and be- 
yond, were in executive conference 
throughout today with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The result 
was a verbal assurance on the part of 
all the roads represented to maintain 
uniform tariffs, thorough codperation 
and the appointment of a committee to 
confer with the commision tomorrow 
looking to more definite and specific 
action for securing general stability in 
freight rates. The committee will 
meet with the commission tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock. The general 
conference closed after being in session 
from 11 this morning until 6 o’clock to- 
night, and most of the magnates have 
returned home. ‘ty / 

At the conference, every road repre- 
sented was called on to report its 
freight ta®iff conditions generally, 
whether its published rates were an- 
ticipated. Each reported absolute 
maintenance of published schedules, 
and the réports summarized indicated 
the most thorough codperation in the 
western territory. No road had any 
definite complaint or secret-rate prac- 
tices to report and, on the contrary, 
it was brought out that several reports 
of secret practices were found to be 
groundless when the suspected roads 
had been quietly investigated. 

One point discussed was the differ- 
ence between the rates on grains and 
other products for export and those for 
domestic use, a material difference in 
which was acknowledged, but as to the 
necessity of which the railroad officials 
differed in their views. No definite ac- 
tion on this line was taken, however. 
The anti-trust law, taking away the 
legal sanction of any concerted effort 
among the roads to maintain rates and 
at the same time requiring the ob- 
servance of published rates, was dis- 
cussed and efforts to overcome this ob- 
stacle were informally mentioned. The 
general sentiment as to the results of 
the conferetice is that each road will 
make consistent effort to act fairly with 
each other and. with respective ship- 
pers.

I then 
had one of my worst spells, and my 
head hurt me awfully, and everything 
seemed floating before me, and the 
next thing that I remember after this 
was trying to get out of the house my- 
self. I have a recollection of going 
through a struggle like a dream that I 
half remember. Alt the recollection I 
have about this is that I would rather 
see my children dead than to leave 
them in the hands.of my wife’s people. 
It was like a dream to me that I had 
done something’ to the children, but I 
do not recollect using the knife or 
hatchet. I loved my children, and I 
lived for them.”

Then, his health weakened by wretch- 
edness and lack of food, he was com- 
pelled to return to his uncle’s house. 
Here the sight of engravings set him 
copying them, and the taste returned 
to him like a passion. One day his 
uncle, chancing to look over his shoul- 
der at a drawing, said: “You might 
possibly become a painter.” 

Shortly after this he entered the 
studio of a German named Fischer, 
where he met Szamossy, a painter of 
some talent. who gave him an invita- 
tion to enter his studio. He accepted, 
but, not having other means to pay for 
his instruction, insisted on being a 
kind of domestic servant and man of 
all work in Szamossy’s house. In his 
“Recollections” he says proudly: 
was a good one.” After eighteen 
months he felt strong enough to strike 
out for himself. and on a very limited 
purchase of colors he began to paint 
compositions with life-sized figures. 
His autobiography ends with that in- 
cident. 

In 1870 the young Hungarian arrived 
in Paris. not knowing a word of 
French, with a picture he carried to 
the salon with his own hands. It was 
the success of the year, “The Last Day 
of a Condemned Prisoner,” and imme- 
diately established his reputation. This 
was followed by “The Night Prowl- 
ers.’ “The Studio,” “The Two Fami- 
lies.” “Milton Dictating Paradise Lost 
to His Daughters,” ‘‘Christ Before Pi- 
late.” “Christ on Calvary,” and “The 
Last Moments of Mozart.” 

One of his great paintings, “Christ 
Refore Pilate,” was purchased by John 
Wanamaker of Philadelphia, after it 
had been on exhibition,in this country 
known works is the **Ecce:

Many 
owners of public houses take out such 
policies to pey for loss of patronage in 
event of fire. ; 

“As all the rooms were entirely de- 
stroved in the Windsor Hotel fire, and 
it will be a long Mme before the hotel 
can be replaced, the amount Mr. Le- 
Jand will receive from these policies 
will probably be very large. I am not 
sure whether the amount he will re- 
ceive each day is exactly $150.

CONGRESS AND BILLS. 


MORE MEASURES INTRODUCED 
_ THAN EVER BEFORE. 


Over Eghteen Thourand of Them 
Put in in Both Houses—Less 
Than Two Thousand Become 
Laws—Two Direct and Four 
Pocket Vetoes Last Session. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—B. 
Platt, enrolling clerk of the Senate, 
has prepared a statement giving in 
figures. ¢he results of the work of the 
last Congress. The statement shows 
that 1457 bills and joint, resolutions be- 
came laws, out of a total of 18,463 in- 
troduced in both houses. Of the meas- 


ures introduced, 12,608 were presented 


in the House and 5855 in the Senate. 
Of those which became laws 942 origi- 
nated in the:House and 515 in the Sen- 
ate. There were only two direct vetoes 
during the Congress, one of these ap- 
plying to a Senate bill and the other to 
a House measure. There were in ad- 
dition .¢0 these four pocket vetoes— 
bills which failed to become laws be- 
cause they were not approved by the 
President. 

The record shows that the Senate 
passed 1173 of its own bills and that

NAVAL MILITIA. 


Valuable Organization to Be Ef- 
fected in Hawaii, 
EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 23.—A‘ dispatch 
to the Tribune from Washington says 
Hawaii is to have a naval militia or- 
ganization similar to the euxiliary 
forces possessed by many of the States, 
which were so valuable in the recent 
Spanish war. Secretary Long re- 
ceived a letter on the subject today 
from J. B. Castle, who was the Ha- 
Waiian Secretary of Legation at Wash- 


ington before annexation was accom- 


plished, asking for all the necessary 
regulations regarding the militia, in 
order that steps could be tyKen at once 
at Honolulu to perfect an organization. 

The Navy Department is highly 
gratified with the prospect of such 2 
reserve force in the mid-Pacific as Mr. 
Castle and the Hawaiians interested 
with him propose to establish, espe- 
cially as it is impossible to maintain 
as large a regular naval force there at 
present as the importance of the lo- 
cality would justify, did Admiral 
Dewey not require so many vessels in 
the Philippines. It is expesed that a 
naval officer will soon be spared. to 
undertake the instruction of the Ha- 
waiian battalion in technical matters, 
drills and routine ship life, and, if pos- 
sible, a monitor or gunboat will be 
assigned to the battalion for crufsing 
duty. 

The appropriation of Congress pro- 
viding for arms and equipment for 
naval militia organizations may not at 
once be available for 
battalion, asitis apparently limited to 
States, omitting any mention of Ter- 
ritories, although the District of Co-

Probable Result of the Coming Dis. 


armament Conference.

Ambassa- 
dors White and Tower will probably be 
the other members of the American 
delegation. 

It was explained by a diplomat hav- 
ing knowledge of the present pro- 
gramme of the Russian government, 
that upon the assemblage of the dele- 
gates, a committee will be appointed 
to determine the subjects to come be- 
fore the conference and the order in 
which they shall be considered. 

So far as the proposition for a gen- 
eral disarmament of the nations of the 
world is concerned, it will be the 
cuty of the American delegates 
to explain and to show that the United 
States, from a naval and _ military 
standpoint, is far below the armament 
it should have, and besides, so, it was 
explained, this government does not 
intend to hamper in any way the in- 
véntive facilities of the people of this 
country. Nor is it expected that Great 
Britain will do so. In fact, the most 
important result which the officials ex- 
pect of the conference will be the 
adoption of some plans for the refer- 
ence of disputes to general arbitration, 
and the United States will have a plan 
of this character as well-as other na- 
tions. 

The administration is strongly in fa- 
vor of arbitration as the means for the 
settlement. of disputes between nations, 
and while it appreciates that there are 
a number of: controversies that can 
only be settled by war, it is still be- 
lieved that many questions which arise 
and are causes of much friction may be 
adjusted by arbitration. The President 
is committed to international arbitra- 
tion by his inaugural address and by 
subsequent declarations, but his ad- 
ministration has not attempted to ne- 
gotiate arbitration treaties—for one 
reason, because of the imminence of 
war with Snain and the occurrence of 
the war. In view of the assembling 
of the conference at The Hague, it is 
thought by the officials that the time 
has come when the administration can 
put itself on record before the world 
as favoring arbitration.

CRGENT DEMAND MAKES AD- 
VANCES IN PRICE IMPERATIVE. 


Pig Iron Very Firm With Upward 
Tendency—Reported Attempt at 
International Agreement on 
Wire Produtt«.. Figuares—Ma- 
-chinery and Supply Trade. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, March 

view of trade conditions the Iron Age 
says: 


“In nearly all branches of the iron 


and steel trades a relatively small but 
urgent demand for prompt delivery is 
making further advances imperative. 


Belated buyers are putting prices up) 


on themselves. The scarcity of ma- 
terial in some lines reaches the charac- 
ter of a famine and there are many 
who predict a further rise. 

“Still, after all, this does oe touch 
the burning question at What prices 
new contracts will be made to replace 
those expiring in the second and third 
quarters. At what level will buyers be 
forced to take hold again? There are 
a number of well-authenticated cases 
in which purchases for the second half 
have been made at prices pretty close 
to those now rulifg.” But it is a fact 


‘that many buyers are inclined to await 


developments. This involves one great 
risk and that is, that no disturbances 
occur in any one of the chain of links 
from the ore in the ground to the 
finished material. It.must not be for- 
gotten that there is a_ tremendous 
strain upon the facilitics for miping, 
transportation and the different stages 
of fabrication. Let anything occur to 
cause trouble, delay or suspension, 
end the whole industry is disorganized. 
The weather during the last month 
furnished a good illustration of this, 
although it would be ordinarily a very 
unimportant factor. 

“In pig iron the market is quieter; 
although still very firm, with an up- 
ward tendency. Charcecal-iron has been 
jumping lately. In Bessemer ‘pig, there 
has been a halt. 

“The rail makers have again adad- 
vanced prices in the West. It is of in- 
terest to note in this connection that 
the Youngstown plant of the National 
Steel Company will, it is expected, be 
in a position to roll rails in July. 

“Advances in finished iron and steel 
have been altogether too frequent and 
general to enumerate, but prices vary 
widelv according to time or delivery. 

“In some branches there are still 
laggards in the matter of advancing 
prices. A recent letting of about two 
thousand tons of bridge work in the 
West disclosed one bid a little over 
half a cent a pound bel,w four other 
bidders. 

“Very little is being done inthe direc- 
tion of export orders. Report has it 
that the mission of Jonn W. Gates of 
the American Stee! and Wire Com- 
pany in Europe is to arrange for an in- 
ternational agreement in prices for the 
principal wire products. 

“Some of the consolidations, upon 
which much work has been done, show 


a tendency toward lagging, as the time: 


for final settlement approaches. The 
fact is that it is far more difficult now 
than it has been, to get banking firms 
to participate in underwriting syndi- 
cates. The capacity for absorption of 
new industrial issues seems to be fail- 
ing somewhat, and a more critical 
spirit is revealed.-This-does not, of 
course, mean, that really meritorious 
undertakings do not find all the finan- 
cial backing needed. but the time seems 
past when *verything goes.’ 

“The advance in raw. materials is 
now beginning to tell on the prices of 
a long line of .more highly finished

supplies cheaply bought are being ex- 
hausted. The possession of material 
purchased months since has been too 
«empting a lever for securing business, 
to avoid a good deal of irregularity in 
prices, natural in many cases because 
manufacturers did not believe in the 
permanence of higher prices for metals. 
That feeling is wearing off, and with a 
greater volume of work, manufacturers 
in many lines are raising prices with a 
more substantial argument to back 
them ¢han higher cost of raw materials 
which did not really directly affect 
them, so far as actual purchases were 
concerned.

A PLAN FOR ELECTING SENATORS. 
In view of the frequent deadlocks in 

State Legislatures, over the election 

of United States Senators, the amount 
of time wasted in fruitless balloting, 
the oft-repeated charges of corruption, 
and for many other reasons which it 

is not necessary to enumerate here, a 
popular sentiment is undoubtedly 
growing up in favor of some change in 
the method of electing our representa- 
tives to the upper house of Congress. 
While there are some objections to the 
election of Senators by direct vote 
of the people, the advantages of such 
a method are numerous, and, in the 
Opinion of a large number of well- 
informed persons, they greatly out- 
Weigh the objections. Various plans 
have been suggested for the election 
of Senators, other than by direct vote 
of the people. Some of these plans 
are obviously ‘impracticable, while 
others have at least an apnearance of 
feasibility: 

Of the latter kind is a suggestion 
recently put forward -by the San José 
Mercury, which that journal explains 
as follows: 

“Let every political organization at 
its regular State convention, nominate 
the party candidate for Senator. This 
would obviate all uncertainty or guess- 


Angeles Postoffice for 


| States provides (Article I, section 4,) 
that “The times, places, and manner 
of holding elections. for Senators and 
Representatives shall be prescribed in 
the State by the Legislature thereof; 
but the Congress may at any time by 
law, make or alter such regulations, 


Senators."" Thus the whole question 
of electing Senators is really left with 
the people of the respective States. The 
people choose the State Legislatures, 
and have an inherent right to instruct 


how they shall vote on this or that 
question. District conventions can re- 
fuse to nominate candidates who de- 
cline to pledge thémselves to vote for 
the nominee of the State convention 
for Senator, and the people can refuse 
to vote for a candidate not so pledged, 
‘Should the district convention fail to 
Secure from the candidate a proper 
pledge. 

The plan proposed would, in effect, 
amount to the election of United States 
Senators by as direct a vote of the peo- 
ple as is given for President and Vice- 
President under the present methoc& 
Members of the Electoral College are 
not absolutely obliged to vote for the 
candidates of their party for President 
and Vice-President; but they inva- 
Tiably do vote for their party candi- 


dates, as the preceding election has 


made the will of the people plain. So, 
if the Mercury’s plan were generally 


work.

Jative nominees: a vote for the one or 
the other would be a vote for the duly 
nominated Senatorial candidate of the 
former party or of the latter. The 
Senatorial candidates of the several 
; parties would participate in the cam- 
paign. Each party would be forced to 
put forward its best man. They would 
f discuss the issues before the peuple 
and define their respective attitudes 
toward public questions and _ policies. 
| Legislative nominees, in addition to 
their convention pledges, would be 
compelled while cahvassing their dis- 
tricts to declare publicly their support 
of their party Senatorial candidate. 
The lines would be sharply and un- 
mistakably drawn. The _ legislative 
campaign would then. be in fact a 
Senatorid! contest. and for the electors 
it would be a simple matter of choos- 
Ping between the Republican nominee 
Smith. or the Democratic nominee 
’ Brown, or the Populist nominee Jones, 
Pand the party that should elect a ma- 
Jority of the Legislature would know 
@@osoon as the ballots were counted 
pwust who the next Senator would be. 
There would be no doubts. no subse- 
Guent wire-pulling. no deadlocks, no 
Senatorial scandals. The Senatorial 
Candidate whose party controlled the 
Legislature would be elected on the 
frst ballot. and the Legislature would 
Pbe free to proceed with the business of 
Megislation, and, perhaps, do some good 
for the people of the State.” 
So far as appears at the present writ- 
ing there is no constitutional. statu- 
ptory or other objection to the plan 
Phere suggested. and no obstacle to its 
Sadoption at the next legislative elec- 
tion. No amendment to the Federal 
Constitution nor to the State Constitu- 
‘tion will be required. nor will it be 


mecessary for the Legislature to amend 
‘he statutory law. Al! that wil! be re- 
S@uired will be for each of the State

@lace in nomination, along with the 
ether candidatés nominated 4 party 
candidate for United Sta 
Whe nominees cf the Assembly and

expressed. 

The people, under this plan, would 
simply resume the exercise of a power 
which they have hitherto, by tacit con- 
sent, delegated to the State Legis- 
lature—the power of electing United 
States Senators. The people, by put- 
ting this plan into practical operation 
in the manner above suggested, can 
virtually take away from the Legis- 
lature the power to elect United States 
Senators, and can exercise it them- 
selves. The plan appears to be entirely 
feasible, and well worthy a trial. 


A MINERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

A suggestion is being considered for 
the formation of-a Southern California 
Miners’ Association. The idea is an 
excellent one, and if properly carried 
-out, should be productive of much good 


a California Miners’ Association. It is 
proposed to make the local organiza- 
tion separate and distinct. 

The mining resources of this end ot 
the State have been developing very 
rapidly during the past couple of years, 
_and it is time that there should be a 
representative body to. look after the 
mining interests. 
| very much from the State at large. 
| California is a big commonwealth, end 
it is a long way from San Francisco 
to Los Angeles... The mining resources 
of the southern counties are little: 
known to the people of San Francisco, 
who are inclined to suppose that the 
mining resources of the State are al- 
most entirely confined to the mother 
lode. Then, again, the merchants of 
San Francisco derive little custom 
from the mines of Southern California, 
which are almost éntirely furnished 
with machinery and supplies from this 
city, while the northern mines get their 
supplies from San Francisco; so that 
‘the merchants are naturally inclined 
to favor those mining sections, and to 
ignore ours. Considering that Los An- 
_geles is the headquarters for a large 
extent of mining territory outside of 
the State, extending through Arizona 
into New Mexico, and up in Southern 

Nevada and Utah, it might be well to 
‘ake in those sections also, and call it 

tne Southwestern Miners’ Association. 

_As we have-said,-such an organiza- 

tiom, if started properly, and carried 
a practical manner, should be 
able to accomplish much good for the 
rapidly growing mining industry of 
the South west.

In commenting upon this suggestion, 
Tue Times, while admitting that it was 
a good idea, drew attention to the 
fact that it has hitherto been practi- 
cally impossible to get the fruit grow- 
ers, aS a class, to work together in 
harmony, even where their interests 
are most directly and evidently con- 
ecrned. The fruit exchange of South- 
ern California, which has done a vast 
amount of good work, has been unable. 
so far, to interest more than a mi- 
nority of the orange-growers of South- 
ern California and representatives of 
the raisin industry in the San Joaquin 
Valley have had even less sueeess,; al- 
though that industry is certainly one 
in which the necessity of organiza- 
tion stands out plainly, on its face. 
The same correspondent sends an- 
other communication to Tur Ties, 
drawing attention to the fact that the 
Southern California Pomological So- 
ciety is to hold a meeting at River- 
side during the first week of May, 
when addresses will be delivered by 
prominent men of, this section. He 
urges that the question of -organiza- 
tion be again brought up, and that the 
gathering be followed by & mass- 
meeting of horticulturists from all 
over Southern California. The cor- 
respondent claims that if Florida pos- 
sessed the soil and climatic conditions 
of our section, the people of that 
State, with their pluck and energy, as 
compared with our “stupor and indo- 
lence,’ would have long since driven 
us out of the only field of industry in 
which we of Southern California can 
hope to succeed—that is, fruit-raising. 
He also says thatif Europe, or certain 
sections of-the eastern States, enjoyed 
the benefits of soil, contour of surface 
and climatic conditions, which are pre- 
sented here in Southern California, and 
had, want of water been a feature 
there, there would long since have 
been either pump or artesian wells 
enough to produce all necessary water, 
from the large underlying streams 
known to exist in this section. : 
What our correspondent says is, 
undoubtedly, true. It is also un- 
doubtedly true that an organization of 
horticulturists, such as that suggested, 
is entirely practical. The only ques- 
tion that remains is: Will the fruit 
growers of Southern California sink 
their differences of opinion, as to the 
how and when, and agree ‘to disagree 
in minor matters, while working 
heartily together on the great ques- 
tions that affect the very existence of 
the industry, As in the past, so in 
the future, THE TIMES will lend its best 
efforts to promote so desirable a con- 
summation, but we must excused 
from devoting much space to a con- 
sideration of the question, unless the 
fruit growers show some reasonable 
disposition to help themselves. . Con-

Those 
who recall her appearance in that role 
will not forget what a queenly and 
magnificent being she was, nor what 
splendid promise there was in her per- 
“ormance of that comparatively unim- 
portant part. Miss Walsh redeemed 
that promise last night, for she pre- 
sented Sardou’s heroine of passion 
with a virility, spirit, and insistent 
power-that-could not be gainsaid. It 
was acting, and it was magnificent. 
Sardou’s drama is not new, and it has 
been played in Los Angeles many 
times—by Daveport, by Bernhardt. 
the divine Sara who, it is claimed, is 
La Tosca in propria persona, and now 
by Blanche Walsh, the brilliant Amer- 
ican girl, who has served an appren- 
ticeship in the ranks of tragedy queens, 
in the plays of-society and ¢ the vola- 
tile and frivolous stage seemings that 
are termed modern comedy—but when 
this young woman came to the imper- 
sonation of that tragic creature, La 
Tosca, she came to her own, and her 
every scene marks for her a triumph. 

The development of Miss Walsh, 
therefore, is but another exemplifica- 
tion of the fact stated at the outset, 
that Americans as a nation or as in- 
dividuals, have an endowment of re- 
serve force that lifts them out of the 
commonplace when opportunity comes, 
and gives them a standing in what- 
ever field their talents may be applied.

SAMOAN DEADLOCK. 


Question Arises as to the Powers of 

American and Pritish Consuls 
to Act of Themselves. 


NAVAL COMMANDERS’ RIGHTS.

ADMIRAL KAUTZ SUSTAINS CHIEF 
JUSTICE’S ACTIONS. 


Array of Four Witnesses in Qppo- 
sition to the German Dr. Rose, 


Reported Combine Protest 
Against Chambers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS*DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The Ger- 
man Ambassador, Dr. von Holleben, 
called at the State Department today 
to further confer with the officials con- 
cerning the Samoan _ situation. The 
Berlin authorities have communicated 
very freely on the subject within’ the 
last few days, and, as a result of ex- 
tended dispatches from the Foreign 
Office, the Ambassador has presented a 
long note, covering the latest phases of 
the case. It is understood that the 
German advices confirm the arrival of 
Admiral Kautz and the convoking by 
him of a meeting of all the officials on 
the llth inst., but they do not show 
what resulted from the meeting. 

All the reports are silent thus far on 
this point, but the German view is 
evidently one of apprehension lest se- 
rious results may grow. out of the 
meeting, in which event the German 
view is that the responsibility should 
be borne by those bringing about the 
meeting. Further than this, questions 
are arising as to the extent of author- 
ity of the British and American Con- 
suls, acting together, to do anything 
without the concurrence of Consul Rose 
of Germany. The German view evi- 
dently holds that the Berlin treaty re- 
quires the three consuls to act unani- 
mously and not through a majority. 
Another question is as to the right 
of naval commanders to take any po- 
litical action. The Berlin treaty would 
limit the rights of naval commanders 
within very narrow. lines, in their 
views, leaving them simply to execute 
what the three consuls, by unanimous 
agreement, determine upon. 

These are the main points engaging 
attention, and in view of the questions 
involved, news of Admiral Kautz’s ac- 
tion following the meeting on the llth 
inst,, is awaited with much interest 
and not a little concern. 

Admiral Kautz has sustained fully 
the actions of the Chief Justice of Sa- 
moa, so far as his investigations have 
gone. Ever since the first news of the 
dispute at Apia last January, the De- 
partment of State and the German and 
British governments have been sepa- 
rately pursuing investigations into the 
matter, and it was in pursuance of our 
branch of the inquiry that Admiral 
Kautz was sent to Apia. It is not un- 
derstood that the inestigation is com- 
plete, so far as he is concerned, but at 
the point where he stands he has felt 
obliged to sustain the conclusions al- 
ready reached by the United States 
Consul, Luther Osborn, and the Chief 
Justice himself. 
It also appears that these conclusions 
are in exact accord with those reached 
by the British naval commander, Capt. 
Sturdy of the Porpoise, who was pres- 
sent at Apia during the outbreak, and 
Mr. Maxse, the’ British consul at 
Apia, also a participant. Thus there 
is an array of four witnesses combined 
in their testimony, while opposed to 
them is the German Consul, Dr: Rose. 

The German government, as is gath- 
ered from Berlin advices; is disposed to 
stand firmly in support of its represen- 
tative, although it has been intimated 
to it that by his retirement, Rose would 
facilitate a speedy adjustment of the 
complications in Samoa. It is mani- 
festly impossible’ for the United States 
to discredit its representative, the Chief 
Justice, or for the British government 
to discredit Mr. Maxse, in view of the 
weight of the testimony in their favor, 
so that a practical deadlock has been 


ing the representation of the three 
powers concerned at Apia is concerned. 

Our government knows nothing as 
yet of the reported combined protest 
of the German citizens of Samoa 
against Mr. Chambers. If the German 
government cares to proceed to that 
length, it can, under the treaty of Ber- 
lin, request the United States to with- 
draw him. But in accordance with the 
privileges of the treaty, if the United 
States does not care to accede to this 
request, Mr. Chambers would continue 


manages to secure the approval of their 
application by the British government. 
In view of the facts above stated, this 
is not likely to be had. 

These conditions lead to the belief 
that there is some danger of the repu- 
diation of the treaty of Berlin, and, 
in the present temper of the parties, it 
would not be surprising if this hap- 
pened without an attempt on their part 
to replace it, although it is expected 
of course that even in that. event some 
manner of modus vivendi will be pro- 
Pvided, to prevent another such clash 
between the conflicting interests as 
happened ten years ago, resulting in 
the treaty of Berlin.

The row in the Public Library con- 
tinues -to ataract more attention in the 
City Hall than all other municipal 
matters. Instead of being settled, a 

_settlemenr seems to be even more re- 
mote than before. Mr. Willard declin@t 
toe accept «he position of librarian from 
the old board yesterday, and at a 
epecial meeting of that body President 
Dockweiler was chosen in his stead. 
The latter's tenure in the position was 
declared to be during the life of the 

. present board, which is very brief. Mrs. 
Wadleigh still remains in ber office and, 
although a formal demand was made 
upon her for the keys of the place, she 
declined to surrender them. Mayor 
Eaton is considering presenting to the 
City Council a message declaring the 
baard out of office and may ¢ake that 
action this morning. 

Only one new case of smallpox that 
Was net expected developed yesterday 
and two gathers avere reported from 
houses in which the disease has ex- 

§sted for some time. With these three 
cases there are only seventeen patients 
ander treatment and-only nine at the 
City Hospital. 

F. B. Lewis, who was chief deputy 
jn the City Assessor's office under the 
last administration, has filed an affi- 
davit in the City Clerk's office in which 
he answers the charges contained in 
the petition of a Santa Barbara woman 
that ¢he business of the office was not 
properly conducted. He makes a 
counter charge of neglect against a 
real estate agent. 

The Board of Park 
has decided net toe improve Sunset 
park. They are of the opifiion. that 
property owners whose holdings would 
be enhanced in value by such an im- 
provement should stand a portion of 
«he expense. 

The suit of EFlizabeth EF. Nave and 
her husband against E. B. Stork and 
others was brought ¢o a speedy deter- 
mination when one of the defendants 
conceded that the contract upon which 
the whole suit rested was a forgery. 
In giving judgment for the plaintiffs 
the court virtually pronounced “he deal, 
in which a small Monrovia ranch was 
traded for Missouri wildcat lands, out- 
side the pale of ordinary business 
methods. ; 
After a vast amount of discussion the 
avharf rates for the county have been 
fixed by the Supervisors on a scale 
varying according to the commodity. 
License fees have also been determined, 
and in fixing the valuation cof the 
properties themselves the work of the 
Assessor this year has been made easy. 

Mrs. Kittie Carr has sued the Los 
Angeles Electric Company for damages 
by reason of the loss of the services of 
her son, Fred Plummer, who is a city 
newsboy.

A MISSFIRE. 


LIBRARIAN WADLEIGH = STILL 
HOLDS THE KEYS. 


Willard Will Have No More to Do 
With the Scheme That Failed. 
Mayor Will Do Some Firing. 
Dockweiler Elects Himself Li- 
brarian Pro Tem. 


If Isidore Dockweiler couldn't be 
chairman of the Democratic State Con- 
vention and several other things po- 
litical, he can be librarian fora time at 
least. By his own vote, assisted by 
that of two others, he placed himself in 
charge of the public library: yesterday. 
Were it possible to induce the public 
to tolerate him in that position per-

counted on. It was their first ‘“throw- 
down,” and they sought to remedy 
matters by selecting their president to 
fill the position. If the depth to which

President Dockweiler later stated 
that he had notified Mr. Willard of 
his appointment, and had received from 
him the following communication:

“To I. B.. Dockweiler, president of the 
library board: I am informed of my se- 
lection by your honorable board to fill 
the office of city librarian. a 

“T assure you that I appreciate in a 
high degree the kindly spirit toward 
myself that prompted your action. 

“However, as the term of the mem- 
bers of your board is about to expire, I 
take it that the election was intended 
rather as a compliment than with any 


-expectation on your part that I should 


actually take up the dudies of the af- 
fice. I must, therefore, beg you to ex- 
cuse me-from serving in that capacity. 
“T am with gratitude very truly yours, 
[Signed] 

“CHARLES DWIGHT 
No action was taken on the

This request was de- 
nied, Mrs. Wadleigh taking occasion to 
tell the president of the board that 
there was a slight difference in opinion 
between herself and. the board as to 
the import of the resolutions which 
had been passed, she stating that it 
Was her opinion that the resolutions 


manently. it would result in a saving 
to the city of the librarian’s salary, 
for he has agreed to serve without pay.

Alleged Fraud in the Exchange of 
a Little Monrovia Ranch for a 
Property in Missouri—Ordinance 
Fixing Wharf Rates. : 

The suit vf Elizabeth E. Nave and 
Alexander G. Nave, her husband, 
against Eugene B. Stork, Helen Holler 
Stork, his wife; J. A. McCarty and Hat- 
tie E. Thomson to set aside certain 
deeds, came to trial in Judge Shaw’s 
department yesterday, and resulted in 
such proof of forgery being put in evi- 
dence as will probably cause one phase 
of the case to be taken up by the Dis- 
tric Attorney and prosecuted along 
criminal lines. 

The story embodied in the suit was 
of the exchange of wildcat lands in 
Missouri for a nice little sevén-acre 
ranch near Monrovia, in this county. 
It was alleged that on January 1, 1898, 
a contract was entered into between 
the Naves and Stork and McCarty. 
To the former it was represented that 
McCarty was owner of 16v acres of land 


in Stone county, Mo.; that eighty-five | 


acres Was enclosed with a good rail 
fence and highly cultivated, and well 
adapted for raising corn and wheat, 


and that the balance of the 160 acres

without reading it. But the plaintiffs 
averred that as a matter of, fact they 
Iter discovered that the deed. was not 
mede to Mrs. McCarty. but to Helen 
Holler Stork. she therefore being mude 
to appear es graniee. In pursuance, 
however. of the agreement that deed 
was left in escrow with Stork, and Mrs. 
Nave started Fast to examine the 160 
acres in Stone county, Mo. In testify- 
ing to what she found Mrs. Nave 
stated that in the first place the tract 
was cbhout fifty mites from the railroad, 


“was rocty and sterile, and was covered 


with huge boulders the size of a house; 
through the land ran a deep cafion for 
about 300 feet. and a_ small stream 
known as the James River ran at the 
corner of the section line. Hilly, rocky 
and sterile, the witness didn’t believe 
the 160 acres had any value. 

Mrs. Nave telegraphed that the land 
was not as had been represented, and 
that the trade was off, and for Stork 
to return the deed to her home address 
at Monrovia. But by that time, on 
March 9, 1898, and within the thirty 
days’ time allowed for examination, it 
was alleged that Stork had the deed of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nave placed on record in 
the Recorder's office. A demand for re- 
conveyance was refused and Stork and 
his wife held title to the Nave ranch, 
and that despite the fact that no deed 
of conveyance for the Missouri tract 
was tendered in exchange. 

So far. the deal was at least clear 
of intricacies, but on March 10 it was 
averred that the Storks. signed and 
acknowledged what purported to be a 
deed cf the Nave Ranch to Mrs. Hattie 
E. Thomson, which paper was recorded 
on March 15. In the depositions filed in 
the suit. it was alleged that Mrs. 
Tromson is a sister of Mrs. Stork, and 
that she resides at Sierra City, in the 
northern part of the State. That the 
deed was assigned to her in satisfac- 
tion of a loan made by her to the 
Storks of $1000, but this assertion was 
denied by the attorneys for the plain- 
tiff. who contended that no loan was 
ever made, and that as Mrs. Thomson 
is a poor washerwoman, she never had 
so much money to loan. 

Such being the alleged status of the 
case thus far, the plaintiffs asked that 
the deed from plaintffs to Helen Holler 
Stork. and the deed from Eugene B. 
Stork and his wife to Hattie E. Thom- 
son be declared void, and that they be 
canceled of record; and that the plain- 
tiff’s title to the Monrovia ranch be 
quieted. 

But a fresh complication was injected 


into the suit by one Henry Brown, 
Claiming title to the Monrovia ranch 
through Mrs. Thomson. He averred 


that he had seen the little place adver- 
tised for sale in a Sunday newspaper, 
and recognizing it as the Nave ranch, 
he and his family determined to fry 
and get hold of it, as it was quite clo™ 
to the bit of land he then occupied with 
his family. Thereupon Brown came 
to town and called upon the real estate 
man whose name appeared in the ad- 
vertisement, and by him was taken 
over to the Tabor Carriage Works, 
where the man worked who haa the 
sale of the ranch. This person proved 
to be McCarty, and he said that the 
ranch was valued at $2000. Some dick- 
ering was done over the property, and 
finally Brown offered $1500 for the 
place, if the abstract showed a good 
title. At first McCarty represented that 
the title was clear, but, as - Brown 
averred, when the abstract was 
sisted on and showed a clear title down 
to the present suit instituted by the 
Naves to compel a .reconveyance, Mc- 
Carty explained that suit on a very 
plausible ground. From the explana- 
tions given, ‘Brown stated that he 
formed the opinion that the Naves had 
exchanged their place for the Missouri 
property, and were merely tired of this 
their bargain and that their suit could 
not impair his title if he bought the 
Monrovia ranch, anyway. But to be

certain, Brown obtained from McCarty 
the alleged contract between the Naves 
and Stork to show to his attorneys, 
Winder & Davis. McCarty readily con- 
sented to an inspection of the con- 
tract, but notwithstanding that every- 
thing appeared right in light of the 
contract, the lawyers advised Brown 
not to purchase. But Brown had a 
hankering after the little ranch, and he 
did purchase it—or thought he did—and 
paid over $1500 for it. 

So soon as his status was determined 
he naturally fell into the original suit 
as party defendant, but believing thar 
he held a perfect title, Brown retained 
the late E. K. Blades, Esq:, to make 
answer for him and fight his cause. 
That attorney, however. was acci- 
dentally killed, and last week Attor- 
neys W. R. Hervey and Horace H. Ap- 
pel entered the case, as representing 
Brown’s interests. Upon their state- 
ments made yesterday in open court 


-a decision was speedliy reached. Mr. 


Apped stated to Judge Shaw that they 
had been firmly of the conviction that 
their client had a good case, until they 
saw the alleged contract; an inspection 
of that document, however, had satis- 
fied them that the signatures therein 
of Mr. and Mrs. Nave were forgeries 
Mr. Brown being convinced that such 
was the case, was not inclined, counsel 
stated. to fall into line and seek to de- 
fend a scoundrelly proceeding. For 
purposes of the suit he was.content 
perforce to lose his $1500.° 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Nave went upon 
the witness stand and repudiated the 
signatures in the contract alleged to 
be theirs. If the contract had been a 
valid one it would have justified Stork 
in making delivery of the Nave deed 


at the time he did, and in turn Brown's + 


title would have been clear. As it was, 
the contract was repudiated, and the 
court ordered judgment for the plain- 
tiffs as prayed for.

“ISRAEL'S REDEMPTION": 


A SERMONETTE ON THE HEBREW. 
FEAST OF PESACH. 


By A. W. Edelman, 


Tomorrow (Saturday) evening at 6 


o'clock the 15th of Nisan, 5659, the 
children of Israel in all zones and 
climes will begin *to celebrate’ the 


“Feast of Redemption,” in commem- 
oration of the incidents connected with 
the great event of the liberation of the 
children of Israel from the Egyptian 
bondage, as commanded in the divine 
law. Deuteronomy, xvi, 1: ‘Observe 
the month of Abib, and prepare the 
passover sacrifice unto the Lord thy 
God; for in the month of Abib did the 
Lord thy God bring thee forth out of 
Egypt by night.” 

On this day millions of Israelites 
render praise and thanks to the AIl- 
mighty that He redeemed our fathers 
from Egyptian thraldom, led them 
from slavery to liberty, He guided 
them from night to light, and from 
moral and political death to the pin- 
nacle of moral influence and national 
importance. 

The day when the first’ free nation 
on the records of history was born is 
highly important to every friend of 
humanity; and this day was the 15th 
of Nisan, 1492, before the Christian era. 

This day is the first day of the Feast 
of Redemption. On this day, a nation, 
suffering for centuries the wrongs 
inflicted on it by a despotic and unjust 
race of kings, rises against its oppres- 
sors by divine command; liberty and 
justice triumph for the first time in 
history, and injustice and despotism 
are duly punished. This is the true 
signification of the Redemption Feast, 
and as such it is a feast of liberty and 
freedom to all humanity. 

When oppression and violence ruled 
supreme, the Israelite. barred his door 
and shut his windows and related in 
secret and fear to his children the 
grand history of liberty, freedom, jus- 
tice.and equality (His message to all 
mankind,) and felt that the time must 
come when the nations would listen 
to his long-told story of the Prophet 
Malachi, ii, 10: “Have we not all oné 
Father? Hath not one God created us 
all? Why, then, do we deal treacher- 


Ously every man against his brother?” 


Learn to appreciate the message of 
justice, piety, liberty and freedom. 
This great principle of liberty and 


freedom for all mankind could grow 


out only of the rock upon which the 
great Legislator Moses stood. As there 
is one God of all, freedom and liberty 
for all, the dominion of the spirit above 
all, and the impulse to reach happiness 
in all, the spirit must triumph at last, 
not only over the blind powers of na- 
ture, but also over the faults and 
iniquities of man. This God-given prin- 
ciple has its germ in the Ex- 
odus, its actualization in the laws of 
God, its realization in Israel, and its 
inevitable triumph in the future of 
man’s history. The prophets did not 
only predict the restoration of Israel 
to the Hold Land; they also prophesied 
the redemption, the union, the prosper- 
ity and happiness of the whole human 
family under the banner of truth, light, 
freedom and piety. 

‘It was not- announced-as-the will of 
Providence that Israel should sustain 
forever a political organization in the 
land of Canaan; it is the whole of man- 
kind that must make the habitable 
portion of the globe one promised land, 
that all may live together in peace and 
undisturbed pursuit of prosperity and 
happiness; as told by the Prophet 
Micha, iv, 1, 2, 3: ‘“‘And it shall come 
to pass in the last days; that the moun- 


tain-of the House of the Lord shall be} 


established in the top of the mountains, 
and it shall be exalted above the hills; 
and people shall flow unto it. And 
many nations shall come, and. say, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the moun- 
tains of the Lord, and to the house of 
the God of Jacob, that He may teach 
us His ways, and we may walk in His 
paths, for out of Zion shall go forth 
the law, and the word of the Lord out 
of Jerusalem.”’ 

God has not made this earth for any 
particular races, nationalities or tribes; 
He has made it for man, for all men, 
and for every man. God has not given 
His law, on Mount Sinai, for the benefit 
of one class of people; it has been an- 
nounced to all and for all (and, as the 
rabbis of the Talmud said, “It was 
given on the public highway, and in 


_the seventy languages of the nations.’’) 


All are equal before God, all have the 
Same claims, all must become free, 
just, tolerant and charitable: and all 
must learn the fundamental law: “Thou 
shalt love thy fellow-man as thyself.” 


Israel was not scattered among the na-- 


tions by mere chance; there can be 
neither chance nor casualty in the 


Plans of Providence. Israel is among 


the nations to preach, besides the eter- 
nal truths of the one and only God, the 
great lessons of tolerance, equality, 
frecdom, justice, charity and righteous- 
ness. which are fundamental principles 
of God’s law, which must finally~ be 
reduced to universal practice. 

This fundamental truth of one God, 
one people, one humanity, which is 
the basis of virtue, piety and holiness 
as the means of human happiness and 
divine worship, overthrows and sends 
to oblivion all heathenism with its 
falsehood and immorality, and _be- 
comcs a new fountain of light and life, 
revealed and pointed out by Him “who 
ruleth the whole universe,” 

He who has redeemed Israel from 
Egyptian bondage will redeem also ‘all 
mankind from the thraldom of des- 
potism, falsehood and wickedness. The 
name of God is the rock of freedom 
and the fountain of all moral law. Tne 
name of God is the light of immortal- 
ity, the fortress of happiness, and the 
promise of salvation to all humanity. 
The name of God redeems, and all the 
ends of the earth will sing His praise. 
Israel will on this glorious feast of 
“Chag Hamazoth” (feast of unleavened 
bread,) sing the song of the great re- 
demption, and proclaim these sublime 
principles: One God, one human fam- 
ily, one government ‘Le justice, of free- 
dom, of liberty and righteousness. one 
heart and one soul of love, of charity 
and good will to all mankind. 

Go on and tell it to thy children. 
that it be not forgotten that-God in- 
terfered in behalf of justice, liberty 
and humanity, that all the world may 
see it and be redeemed forever.

Packing Highland Orances. 

N A RECENT issue of The Times 

there was published an extract 

from the California Fruit Grower, 
regarding the injustice done to High- 
land orange-growers by the packing 
of inferior fruit under a Highland 
brand. 

In regard to this, C. J. Shepard, a 
fruit packer -of this city, sends The 
Times the following clipping froni the 
Fruit World: 

“The recent episode of false brati- 


ing of California oranges has brought 


out considerable talk in local papers. 
The name of C. J. Shepard, the well- 
known Los Angeles packer, has been 
mentioned in connection therewith. 
Mr. Shepard sold the fruit f.o.b. 
cars in California, and knew nothing 
of the transaction whereby they were 
catalogued as coming from Highland, 
when they did not. C. J. Shepard is 
too well known in Southern Califor- 
nia to need any further explanatory 
statement. It is the Fruit World’s 
opinion that the faise cataloguing was 
done by*parties who have never ‘vis- 
ited California in person, and who did 


not understand fully the gravity of the 
case,”’ 


Subirrigation. 
HW long dry spell through which 
this section has recently passed has 
directed renewed attention to the 
subject of irrigation in all its phases. 
An interesting contribution to this sub- 
ject is furnished by Prof. S. M. Wood- 
bridge, in a bulletin issued by the 
Agricultural Chemical Works of this 
city, an advance copy of which has 
just been received. 

Some years ago there was much talk 
about subirrigation, but it was found 
impracticable to use earthenware pipes 
for that purpose, because they would 
become filled with roots of the trees. 
At the same time, it is recognized that 
the present system is very wasteful. 
One miner’s inch of water is usually 
allowed for each ten acres of orchard 
land in Southern California. Prof. 
Woodbridge has made _ experiments 
from which he deduces the fact that 
our different soils when thoroughly 


wet, contain from 17 to as much as-26- 


per cent. of moisture. It has also 
been ascertained that one inch of rain- 
fall will penetrate, on the average, only 
six inches of dry earth. In regard to 
the new system of subirrigation, Prof. 
Woodbridge says, in this bulletin: 
“Has always given satisfactory re- 
sults as to a proper distribution of 


water, but no system heretofore has]|_ 


been satisfactory from a practical and 
economic standpoint, owing to the fact 
that the pipes have become broken or 
filled with roots and clogged; no un- 
derground valve having been invented 
that was economical and at the same 
time tight and impervious to roots. We 
have tried and can recommend as an 
absolute and almost perfect system of 
subirrigation, that an orchard be piped 
between each row, with one inch iron 
pipe at the depth of about eighteen 
inches from the surface, and that in the 
center of the square formed by four 
trees a hydrant be placed. This is a very 
cheap and simple device. It consists of 
nothing but a short piece of pipe with 
an extra number of threads on one end, 
say 7 or 8; there are two slots cut down 
through a portion of the threads; this 
pipe is screwed down into a tee in the 
main pipe. To start the flow of water, 
this pipe with slots in it is partially 
unscrewed, which permits the water 
to run out through the slots. Anything 
that would grow through the slots is 
effectively cut off when the water is 
turned off by screwing down the pipe. 
A depression about four inches deep 
and three inches in diameter is left 
around each hydrant and the water:is 
turned on sufficiently when it appears 
at the bottom of this depression. Rev. 
C. F. Loop has such a system of sub- 
irrigation at Claremont, except that 
the valves are much more expensive, 
costing about 35 cents each. Dr. Loop 
says that the system has given him 
perfect satisfaction, and he is of the 
opinion that he does not use half the 
amount of water that he formerly used, 
and that he saves more than half the 
expense ordinarily incurred in cultiva- 
tion, etc. 

“Other systems have been invented, 
and some patented, but all, so far as 
known to the writer, have proved fail- 
ures. From the best information that 
can be gathered, all cement systems 
have proved failures; although when 
first put in use, they did the work de- 
signed for them with satisfaction. Ce- 
ment pipes have not proved a success, 
owing to the fact that they break and 
become leaky, necessitating constant 
repairs. And they also become filled 
with roots.” 

Prof. Woodbridge says it has been 
found that orange trees twenty years 
old and upward, which were wilted, 
were revived by the application of 200 
gallons of water in this way, and re- 
mained in a fresh condition for over 
thirty days. This is equivalent to one 


miner’s inch to forty-six acres, or more 


than. four and a half times as much 
land as could be successfully irrigated 
in the ordinary way. How much less 
might have answered the purpose will 
be determined in the future, by actual 
measurements. 

This system of subirrigation, or inter- 
irrigation, is said to be _ especially 
adapted to small flower beds and gar- 
den purposes generally. If the system 
aceomplishes all that is claimed for it, 


it is certainly a most important con- 


tribution to the horticultural progress 
of this section, and further experiments 


the . 


in this line will be watched with much 
interest.

Te JUDGE from the following, re- 


ceived from Mrs. 8S. M. Hodges of

for some little time I have been ‘riled,’ 
and your, editorial in _yqpterday’s paper

In this part of the county we full well 
know that there is ‘wealth under- 
ground,’ a number of deep wells 
bored during the past year prove. By 
your editorial one would suppose that 
all the farmer had to do was to walk 
about his or her ranch, dig a hole ana 
behold the ‘gladsome waters come 
forth,’ and then stick. up a nice little 
engine and there you are, ‘A very cu- 
rious condition of affairs when we find 
the farmer complaining of the drought.’ 
Oh, yes, certainly; most strange; poor 
miserable farmers; ea@n't see what you 
are growling about, but you, the dear 


-editor, the pet of the city clique; you 


fail to state for the benefit: of your 
reading public, who are not yet become 
‘farmers,’ the cost of getting this most 
needed wealth from the depths of the 
earth. Yet one of these wells will cost, 
boring, pipes, engine, etc., $1000 or 
more, with a windmill, flumes and res- 
ervoir at least $500. But then such a 
little matter as that should not bother 
the farmer’s head and brain. No, in- 
deed. Ye editor will perhaps tell us, 
as he is so wise, how we, who are so 
unfortunate as not to have the requisite 
‘spondulicks,’ can get the ‘wealth.’ 
Mortgage our ranches to our city 
cousins, I suppose. The other day you 
said: ‘One advantage of the dry season 
would be the getting rid of ‘‘scrubs” in 
cattle and horses.’ You don't know 
what you are talking about, in my es- 
timation. I have never seen in New 
York, Michigan or Minnesota better 
stock, particularly in cattle, than the 
farmers of Los Angeles county have. 
The Holstein and Jersey predominate, 
and, while of course all.are not full- 
blooded, excellent breeding is kept. up. 
Everywhere you will find good stock, 
as the tests at the creameries at Gar- 
dena, Compten and other places’ will 
show. Unless it might be the kind you 
speak of in your yesterday's. paper: 
‘Cow will low as he sniffs new pas- 
tures.’ You fail to consider that it 
might be the ‘scrub’ that was trying to 
keep the wolf from the good farmer's 
door, for even in this most perfect cli- 
mate we are obliged to eat, and have 
clothes to wear. Then we get it about 
our ‘biddies.’ ‘Weed them out,’ ‘cull 
them up,’ or down; ‘get rid of your 
scrubs,’ and if the farmer asks over 10 
cents a dozen for eggs there is a wai) 
and a howl from the dear city editor. 
‘The farmer is now getting wealth;’ 
prices are so much higher than in other 
places, eggs that day quoted at 12% 
cents per dozen. You probably are 
something like the party I sold eggs to 
in your city lately. ‘Why, my dear 
woman, why are eggs so dear? It has 
rained, and have you n6t got plenty 
of grass for your hens?’ I came home 
wilted and with my hair. several 
shades grayer. Then every little while 
there is printed a wail of woe about 
the farmer and the linnets. The fair 
tourist fails to awake some fine morn 
and have a red-breasted warbler ‘tune 
up’ for her. Then we ‘catch it,’ and 
are destroying our ‘best friends,’ mis- 
erable little wretches (not the tourist.) 
I have watched them for three years, 
and they pass a bug or anything they 
should eat with a pert toss of the head, 
just like male editors, and eat all the 
buds they can find. We have jack rab- 
bits, squirrels and gophers to fight 
against all the time, and now comes our 
editor and indorses the ‘Belgian hare.’ 
A few of them will get loose and they 
will propagate so fast that I am really 
quite surprised that in this one matter 
at least you have not uttered one word 
of warning. I have not the least doubt 
but ‘that Southern California will be- 
come noted for her Belgian hares,’ as 
she is for her gophers and squirrels, 
ete., but I humbly pray that for a 
week at least, you will give us ‘poor 
farmers’ a rest.”’ 
The Underground Water Resources. 
HE United States Geological Survey 
has been doing some valuable work 
in the investigation of underground 
water resources in the northwestern 
part of the country, which work is 
specially interesting to Southern Cali- 
fornians just at present. 
The Times has received from the 
United States Geological Survey a 
pamphlet, with many maps and illus- 
trations, relating to an investigation 
by N. H.-Darton, the geologist of the 
survey, of the underground or well 
waters of a portion of the State of 
Nebraska. 


To a discussion of the geological | 


formations and their water contents 
Mr. Darton has appended a statement 
as to the possibility of obtaining ar- 
tesian water, adding such facts as were 
procurable concerning the utilization 
of the available water supply in irriga- 
tion. In this particular area agricul- 
ture is not regarded as dependent, to 
any considerable extent, upon the arti- 
ficial application of water, but the‘ex- 
amples cited show that in many locali- 
ties irrigation on a small scale can 
be emp oyed with profit. It is proposed 
during the coming field season to ex- 
tend this investigation westward, into 
the areas where the necessity for ir- 
rigation has long been recognized and 
where water supplies have a still 
greater value. 


Some Good Effects of the Drought. 
OW that the long drought is 
\ ae and there is a surety of 
creps, one can talk of the good that 
has come from it. Hundreds of inches 
of water have been developed through 
Pomon:3, Lordsburg, San Dimas, Chino, 
Spadra and Lemon, that otherwise 
would not have been developed. An 
almost unlimited supply of water un- 
derlies these sections. Artesian water 
is found in some places; in others 
pumping plants are put in that raise 
from 25 to 85 inches, while again, in 
others. water is developed by tunnel. 

In Lemon there has been developed 
350 incnes, eight wells having been dug 
and bored, two artesian and six pump- 
ing. Water is struck at the depth of 
twenty-three feet, with forty’to eighty 
feet of gravel or water-bearing, strat- 
um. None .of the wells are over 100 feet 
deep, and each of the six are pumping 
from thirty ta fifty inches, depending 
on the capacity of the pump. The ar- 
tesian wells are flowing about thirty 
inches each. W. O. McClintock has de- 
veloped 138 inches by tunnel. His crig- 
inal intention was to dig a tunnel 2000 
feet, tut~he met with success beyond 
expectation, so discontinued. 

One of the best wells is owned by 
Mr. Mathews, who lives between Po- 
mona and Chino. It is 250 feet deep. 
and water rises to within twenty-three 
feet of the surface. He pumps eighty- 
five inches, irrigating his own ranch 
and some of the neighboring places. 
Owing to the location, all the water 
cannot be utilized. Most of the sur- 
rouncing country is higher, conse- 
quently the water can be used only on 
a small area.

Damaging Effects of the Castor Beam 
BOUT twenty years ago, more or 
JA ies a company engaged in the 
manufacture of oils near San Fran- 
cisco issued circulars to the farmers 
setting forth the profits to be gained in 
the cultivatfon of the castor bean. A 
great-amany engaged in the growing of 
beans and some followed the business 
for several years. At first the crops 
were large and*the prices good, but 
soon both fell off. The factofy pressed 


the price down and down until the 
farmers were compelled. to remon- 
strate, when they were told in effect 


that they were not the only pebble on 
the beach; that other sections besides 
Los Angeles county raised castor 
beans. The effect of the crop on the 
land was very deleterious; after the 
first crop the yield each year fell 
short of the preceding year, and that, 
too, in a very marked degree. Nor 
could the loss to the soil be overcome 
by a rotation of crops, for nothing 
else would grow well where the ground 
had been cropped to castor beans. The 
farmers used to say they poisoned the 
ground; at any rate, they completely 
exhausted the soil for everything. An- 
other feature that made the beans an 
unmitigated nuisance on a farm was 
their indestructibility. The beans will 
lie in the ground for years without 
rotting, if turned under too deep for 
growth, and then will sprout when 
brought nearer the surface by subse- 
quent plowing. There are some pieces 
of ground that are hardly free from the 
nuisance yet, although no beans have 
been allowed to go to seed. Take it 
all-in all, those who have had experi- 
ence with castor beans will be slow to 
repeat the experiment.—[Orange Post. 


LIVE STOCK. 
Tent following article on ‘“‘soiling 


cattle’ and horses has been writ- 
ten for The Times by Dr. A. 8S. 
Heath, who is noav stopping with his 
brother at Carpinteria, Santa Barbara 
county. Dr. Heath has a wide reputa- 
tion in the East as an authority on 
agricultural subjects, and has traveled 
extensively in Fuurope: 
‘‘In the deep alluvial valleys of South- 
where many acres of 
good soil are covered one over the 
other, like dollars piled one on the 
other, ‘soiling’ is the best method of 
feeding dairy and farm animals. The 
seasons are so long for growing crops 
and that many and varied crops may 
be brought up to soiling perfection, 
like lucerne or alfalfa. oats and peas 
grown together, or wheat, or rye, or 


oats, or corn, or any other, for soiling’ 


or for feeding green. No section of the 
United States can in any degree com- 
pare with Southern California in the 
economy of growing and feeding cat- 
tle and ‘farm animals. An acre of 
soiling crops will feed fully one-third 
more stock by ¢his method. The vast 
grazing ranges are ample proof of the 
error of the old and wasteful methods. 
With a depth of soil in the rich val- 
leys, the vast breadth of lands are no 
longer practicable. Concentration has 


| become the economic order of:rational 


farming. Smaller, well-tilled farms are 


more easily managed, with betterre-- 


sults. The successful farmer must su- 
perintend his own farm. No disinter- 
ested agent can take the place of the 
interested principal. It is this fact 
that is shown in the failures of rich 
men, brought up in a business they 
successfully managed, and who go into 
agricultural ventures. they know but 
little about, and trust to those who 
kill time for unearned salaries. The 
result is disgraceful failure. There are 
s0 many factors in successful farming 
that constant supervision is «he in- 
dispensible: necessity in bringing them 
all to work together to bring happy 
and harmonious results. 

“No class of men have so much faith 
in the seasons as farmers. But .it is 
always wise to have a reason for one’s 
faith. When precipitation is extremely 
light, and plentious rains fortuitous, 
and even withheld for many seasons, 
faith loses its. controlling assurances, 
and reliance must be placed on some 
method or source more reliable than 
the rains of Southern California.

| A BROADWAY SALE. 

One of the most important sales of 
business property that has taken place 
in Los Angeles for some time past. was 
that of the northeastern corner. of 
Broadway and Third streets, which 
avas sold on Tuesday last, as has al- 
ready been mentioned in The Times, 
by Mrs. J. C. Graves, the purchasers 
being Frederick H. Rindge of Santa 
Monica and Mrs. John R. Haynes. The 
consideration for the ground was $130,- 
000, and for the leasehold and buildings, 
owned by Hanna, Marsh & Gage, $60,- 
000. making the total $190,000. 

The property has a frontage of 120 
feet on Broadway and 9714 feet on Third 
strect. Mr. Rindge acquires a three- 
fourths interest and Mrs. Haynes, iife 
of Dr. Haynes, the ether one-fourth. 
Part of the consideration is in realty, 
consisting of ninety-four lots on South 
Grand avenue, known as the Rindge 


lack of inspection of the work by the 
proper official, the street is left in sus- 
pense,” has not ‘been accepted, -and- is 
liable to be regraded at any time. The 
bulk of work performed on -dedicated 
public streets under private contract is 
usually engineered by some interested 
contractor, who manipulated the mat- 
ter in such a way that many of the 
property-owners are led into signing a 
contract and petition from which they 
cannot withdraw. The results that fol- 
low these private-contracts are there- 
fore farely satisfactory to the prop- 
erty-owners, and in a majority of cases 
the expense is greater than under a 
public contract, where the work comes 
under the inspection of the proper 
‘officials. 
EAGLE ROCK VALLEY. 

One of the most picturesque and ro- 
mantia sections in the neighborhood of 
Los Angeles, although little known to 
the majority of the residents of this 
city, is the Eagle Rock Valley. It is 
only about six miles from the Court- 
house, in an air line, but lying off the 
main routes of travel is seldom Visited 
except by those who reside there, or 
have business with some of the resi- 
/dents. The valley is entirely shut off 
| from the outside world by two ranges 
of hills, many of which are cultivated 
half-way up to the summits, tomatoes 
being largely rafsed for the market. 
There are a number of beautiful homes 
in this valley, and fine fruit, both citrus 
and deciduous, is raised there, some of 
the foothills being completely free from 
frost. Water is obtained from wells, 
and by boring tunnels into the granite 
rock, the water being of exceptionally 
fine quality. 

RENTS IN FRANCE. 

The relations between landlord and 
tenant—_in France are determined by 
the laws of the code Napoleon, and 
the customs which have grown’ up 
around those laws. An eastern publica- 
tion contains an article summarizing 
these in a way which will be of inter- 
est to the same class in this country: 

“The rent is payable quarterly. 
it does not amount 
per annum it is due on the Sth of 
January, April, July and October, 
for the quarter ending on the last day 
of the month just elapsed. If it ex- 
ceeds said sum it is due on the 5th ot 
those months. It is the custom to pre- 
sent the receipt before midday. 

“In the e@bsence of any agreement 
to the contrary, the cost of drawing 
up the leases, as well as the registra- 
tion duties thereon, are payable by 
the tenant. The door-and-window tax 
also falls on him. The water rate is 
usually paid by the landlord. 

“Every tenant is obliged to furnish 
the premises occupied by him to an 
extent sufficient to answer for the 
payment of one year’s rent; or else 
give the landlord some _ equivalent

showing how the value of property in| 
Los Angeles has increased, it is inter- | 
esting to note that -this property was 
purchased by Mr. Graves twenty years 
ago for $2250. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

No doubt many property-owners would 
be willing to make improvements such 
as grading, graveling, ete., if they only 
had satisfactory information in regard 
to the éxpense and method of pro- 
ceeding to have the work properly and 
Jegally completed. With the idea of 
disseminating this knowledge, this de-

for repairs; he is obliged to repair at 
his own cost.

SUGAR AS FOOD. The results of | 


of sugar as food are given in a bulletin 
soon to be issued by the Department 
of Agriculture. Some of the state- 
ments found in the bulletin are inter- 
esting, says the National Confectioner, 
but not all of them will be accepted 
without question. The bulletin at- 


to its pleasant flavor, 
what is now known of its nutritive 
value. It draws the canclusion§ that 
“people eat as much sugar as they can 
get, and the consumption of. sugar in 
different countries is, in. general, pro- 
Portional to their wealth.” The FEn- 
glish-speaking people are said to be 
the largest sugar users. England con- 
sumed in 1895. eighty-six pounds per 
capita, and the United States sixty-four 
pounds, .although still larger amounts 
are said to be consumed in sugar- 
growing districts, largely ‘in the ‘form’ 
of ripe cane. Between 7,000,000 and &.- 
000.000 tons are used annually in the 
different countries of the world. 
Discussing practical food values, the 
bulletin says that a mealy boiled 
potato, a lump of laundry starch and a 
lump of sugar are near akin to each 
other. The conclusions summed up are: 
The unwholesomeness of sweetened 
foods and their utilization by the Sys- 
tem is largely a question of quantity 
and concentration. In the American 
cuisine sugar is used with too many 
kinds of food, with the consequent loss 
in variety and piquancy of flavor in the 
different dishes. The nutty flavor of 
grains and the natural taste of mild 
fruits is concealed by the addition of 
large quantities of sugar. In the diet 
of the undernourished, larger amounts 
of sugar doubtless would help to full 
nutrition. and in the food of:the. well- 
to-do starch often is not diminished in 
Proportion as sugar is diminished.

food, is a concentrated one, and there- | .. 


fore should be eaten in moderate quan- 
tities. and is best fitted for assimila- 
tian by the body when supplied »*vith 
other materials which dilute it, or give 
it the necessary bulk. Persons of ac- 
tive habit @nd good digestion wil] add 
sugar to their food almost at pleasure 
without inconvenience, while those of 
sedentary life should use very moder- 
ately. Four or five ounces of sugar 
per day is aS much as an adult under

—[. Corre- 
___ PASADENA, March _23.—[Regular 
spondence.] The City Trustees will take no 
further action on the water question at pres- 
ent. They desire that the people shall thor- 


oughly discuss and familiarize themselves | 


with the facts of the situation before any- 
thing more decisive is done. Since the en- 
gineer’s report was given out, with the rec- 
ommendations of the Special Water Com- 
mittee, representatives of the San Pasqual 
Water Company have beseiged members of 
the Council, to treat with them for the 
‘purchase of the water on the Chapman 
ranch, but with no success. There is not 
now the ghost of a chance that this deal will 


through. 

e The engineer and the special committee 
having recommended the purchase or ab- 
‘sorption of the plants of the two old water 
companies, there have been further negotia- 
tions in that direction, and the question has 
been pressed as to what the managing men 
in these companies would consider a fair 
price for the properties. One of the City 
Trustees said tonight that they wanted $0 a 
share, which would amount to $450,000 for the 
two plants, which he considered double what 
they were worth. Engineer Lippincott in h's 
report characterized these plants as of “a 
temporary characted, _intimating that it 
would soon be necessary to replace them. He 
figures the cost of an entirely new distrib- 
uting system of cast-iron pipe, of large sizes, 
which would last a lifetime, at $309,000. It 
would be cheaper, two to one, for the city to 
put in a new distributing system than to pay 
the asking price for the old system, said 
; of the Trustees. 

oe But what we want now,” he continued, 
‘igs to have the Board of Trade call a meet- 
ing of citizens to discuss the reports. We 
want to have a regular town meeting. We 
desire to hear from all sides. -We want the 
Citizens’ Water Committee to take up the 
matter again, and shall expect to have the 
matter fully canvassed from all points of 
view-during the spring and summer. After 
a while the situation will simmer down to 
a definite plan of action, and when the Trus- 
tees find out what the bulk of the citizens 
deem advisable for the development of the 
city, we will go apead unhesitatingly.””

Starting Operations at Quarrying 
the Breakwater Rock.

spondence.] The. breakwater contractor’s 
tug Hercules will go to Catalina Island Fri- 
day to take a small gang of men to the 
rock quarries thirteen. miles northwesterly 
from Avalon. Building material sufficient 
for a house to accommodate men who are 
to work there will be taken and a start will 
be made at getting foundation places ready 
for the setting up of the compressing plant, 
hoists and other machinery. It is announced 
that only a small number of men can eco- 
nomically. be employed there at first, but 
more can be used later. The number is to 
be gradually increased to a probable max- 
imum of 2 When all of the initial work 
is completed about two hundred men are to 
be regularly employed in getting the rock 
out and loading it onto the barges that are 
to carry it to the breakwater site. There 
will be a number of derricks erected along 
the shore line, but it is said that the reach 
of them will be sufficient to lift the rock 
from where it is blastéd, swing it out over 
the water and lower it‘onto barges moored 
close to the shore. That will render need- 
less the use of tramways to transport the 
rock from where it is blasted to the shore. 

The depth of water by the quarry is suffi- 
cient to float the barges very close to land. 
There is a harbor a quarter of a mile dis- 
tant to which the barges may be towed for 
safety in case of storm. The tug Hercules 
will, it is likely, be kept there as tender. 
ana for that purpose. 

Plans for the barges are to be carried 

out as announced several weeks ago. As 
soon as the two self-dumping water-com- 
partment barges now buflding on Terminal 
Island aie completed two larger seif-dump- 
ing os barges are to be built there. The 
building of them will be followed by the 
tonstruction “of others as rapidly as prac- 
ticable. The matter of tugs other than the 
Hercules has not yet been decided. 
: . Wyckoff, the new general superin- 
tendent of the work, expects that his family 
will arrive within two or three weeks. It 
is probable that the general office for the 
Dreakwater construction will he located 
here. Mr. Wyckoff has been engaged on 
quarry..work on Lake Superior associated 
with the firm of Heldmaier & New for the 
past fifteen years.

Important Move by the Southern 
Pacific on Names of Stations. 
Generak Man-> 
ager Kruttschnitt of the Southern Pa- 
cific has directed that all the apostro- 


phes and plurals be dropped from the 
names of stations of the Pacific sys- 


tem. This will insure more uniformity | 


and brevity and will preserve the orig- 
inal name. ‘ 

Among the Southern Pacific stations 
in California, Oregon and Nevada that 
may lose the final “s’’ and the apos- 
trophe are Agnew’s, Bishop’s, Black’s, 
Brooks’, Or.: Brown’s, Nev.; Clement’s, 
Cole’s. Comstock’s, Cooper’s,— Diley’s, 
Or.: Goodyear’s, Grant’s Pass, Or.; 
Lawrence’s, Lovelock’s, Nev.; Mowry’s, 
Murphy’s, Parker’s, Or.; Russell's, Sar- 
gent’s, Shedd’s, Perry’s, Peter’s, Rid- 
dle’s. Or.: Sims’, Sites’, Spence’s, 
Towle’s, Walters’ and Wright's. There 
are many others that are only flag sta- 
tions and little known, but they will 
all be changed to conform to the rule. 
In addition to the stations there are 
numerous little branch tracks desig- 
nated by the traffic department accord- 
ing to the name of the person whose 
property they approach. There will be 
changes here also. ; 

The result of this order will be very 
widespread. There are 400 regular sta- 
tions along the 5000 miles of track in 
Oregon, Nevada, Arizona, Utah and 
this State, besides many more little 
stations. It is the latter, principally, 
which will be affected. 

Master of Transportation George T. 
Richardson found more names to be 
changed than he expected when he be- 
gan to check off t printed list. It 
was also seen that similar changes 
would have to be made in all the 
tickets. in the time tables, in the gen- 
eral freight statements and in all other 
printed matter dealing with stations on 
the lines affected. Then it became evi- 
dent that.the big station signs would 
have to be taken down and repainted 
to conform to the printed lists. This 
little item alone will cost something. 


Unwarranted Fear. 


[Riverside Enterprise:] The papers 
have been making a good deal of talk 
over she smallpox situation in Los An- 
geles. As a matter of fact, there have 
been less than one hundred cases in 
that city since the beginning of the 
scare, with fourteen deaths. It may be 
observed that there have probably 


been twice as many deaths from one 


of a half dozen other causes during 
the same period of time. The fear of 
smallpox is largely traditionary. like 
the fear of ghosts. The ordinary citizen 
runs less risk of contracting the dis- 
ease in a city like Los Angeles, where 
the sanitation is modern. than he does 
of contracting consumption. The cases. 
as fast as they have developed, have 
been isolated, and the danger of con- 
tagion* reduced to a minimum. It is 
perfectly safe to say that the visitor is 
not more exposed to the disease in Los 
Angeles than he would be in New York.
